PREFACE. 


The  Grand  Chapter  has  ordered  the  publication  of  this  Annual 
with  a  view  of  supplying  a  want  that  has  long  been  felt  for  some 
means  whereby  all  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  can  be  kept 
informed  of  the  progress  that  the  order  is  making.  Some  publi¬ 
cation  of  this  sort  is  now  felt  to  be  imperatively  necessary,  owing 
to  the  rapid  increase  of  the  Fraternity,  both  in  the  number  of  its 
members  and  of  its  chapters,  and  to  the  large  number  of  members 
who,  residing  at  great  distances  from  the  active  chapters  and  other 
Fraternity  centers,  are  cut  off  from  the  usual  means  of  obtaining 
such  information,  and  are  unable,  except  at  long  intervals,  to  be 
present  at  the  general  gatherings  of  the  order.  In  ordering  this 
publication,  however,  the  Grand  Chapter  has  no  intention  of  depart¬ 
ing,  in  any  way,  from  the  strict  secrecy  that  is  an  essential  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  order;  therefore  nothing  can,  at  any  time,  be  printed 
in  the  “Annual”  that  would  involve  any  change  in  this  respect.

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THE  FIRST  GENERAL  CONVOCATION  OF  THE 

FRATERNITY. 


At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  held  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  22d  of  December,  1870,  it  was  resolved  to  commemorate 
the  completion  of  the  21st  year  of  the  Fraternity,  by  the  holding 
of  a  General  Convocation  of  the  members  sometime  during  the 
following  year.  In  accordance  with  this  action,  the  Executive 
Board  made  all  necessary  arrangements,  and  forwarded  to  every 
member  of  the  Fraternity  an  invitation  to  assemble  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  on  the  2 1st  of  December,  1871.  On  the  morning  of  that 
day  the  Grand  Chapter  held  its  usual  annual  session — full  dele¬ 
gations  being  present  from  every  active  chapter.  At  3  P.  M.  all 
the  members  of  the  Fraternity  present  assembled  in  parlor  “  C” 
of  the  Continental  Hotel,  and  the  convocation  was  organized  by 
the  election  of  the  following  officers  :

In  addition  to  the  above  a  large  number  of  members  were  pre¬ 
sent  later  in  the  day,  but  not  having  handed  in  their  names  to  the 
secretary  they  could  not  be  recorded.  The  organization  of  the 
convocation  having  been  completed,  a  recess  was  taken  until  4 
P.  M.,  at  which  hour  the  members  reassembled.  The  exercises 
were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Hodge,  of  the  Alpha 
Chapter.  About  two  hundred  and  fifty  letters  from  members, 
expressing  their  regret  at  not  being  able  to  be  present,  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  convocation  by  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  president  then 
introduced  to  the  convocation  Col.  H.  Kyd  Douglas,  of  the 
Zeta  Chapter,  the  orator  of  the  convocation,  who  was  followed  by 
Col.  Horatio  C.  King,  of  the  Epsilon  Chapter,  the  Poet  of  the 
convocation.  At  the  close  of  the  delivery  of  the  oration  and 
poem  the  usual  interchange  of  views  on  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  Fraternity,  formerly  customary  on  the  occasions 
of  the  old  conventions,  took  place,  and  after  the  transaction  of 
the  remaining  business,  the  convocation  adjourned  sine  die. 

In  the  evening  there  was  a  grand  banquet  at  the  Continental. 
Hotel,  with  which  ended  this  First  Convocation  of  the  Fraternity. 
By  a  provision  of  the  present  constitution  of  the  Fraternity,  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  assembling  of  these  General  Convocations  of  the  members 
every  third  year.  The  next  General  Convocation  will  be  held  in 
1874. 


THE  FIFTH  SESSION  OF  THE  GRAND  CHAPTER. 


While  any  detailed  report  of  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
cannot  of  course  be  published  in  the  Annual,  the  following  account 
of  the  last  session  of  that  body  cannot  but  be  of  interest  to  the 
members  of  the  Fraternity.  The  Grand  Chapter  assembled  in 
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Philadelphia,  on  the  gth  o'f  January,  1873,  at  1 1  o’clock,  A.  M.,  in 
parlor  “  C,”  of  the  Continental  Hotel.  The  following  members 
were  present :

The  morning  session  was  continued  until  3,  P.  M.,  the  time 
being  mostly  occupied  in  the  reading  of  the  usual  annual  reports 
from  the  officers  and  chapters,  and  in  the  introduction  of  the 
various  matters  upon  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  Grand  Chap¬ 
ter  should  take  action,  which  were  as  usual  referred  to  commit¬ 
tees  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  them.  At  3,  P.  M.,  the 
morning  session  closed,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  adjourned  until 
7:30,  P.  M.,  at  which  hour  it  reassembled. 

The  special  order  of  the  evening  session  was  the  Annual  Ad¬ 
dress  before  the  Grand  Chapter.  Lucian  W.  Doty,  Esq.,  of  the 
Gamma  Chapter,  who  had  been  invited  by  the  Executive  Board 
to  deliver  the  address  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  was 
then  introduced  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  proceeded  to  deliver 
the  address,  which  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  the  Annual. 
At  the  close  of  the  address  the  Grand  Chapter  had  a  reception, 
which  was  largely  attended  by  the  members  of  the  Fraternity. 
In  the  course  of  the  evening  the  following  toasts  were  drank  and 
appropriately  responded  to : 

“The  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity,”  “The  Alpha  Chapter — 
the  mother  of  us  all,”  “  Dr.  S.  B.  Wylie  Mitchell  and  the 
Founders  of  the  Fraternity,”"  The  Grand  Chapter,””  The  Execu¬ 
tive  Board,”  “  The  Orator  of  the  Grand  Chapter,”  “Our  Southern 
■  Members, ”  “  Our  New  Western  Members,”  “  The  memory  of  our 
■Dead  Brothers,”  “  Our  Undergraduate  Members,”  “  The  Active 
■Chapters,”  “  Our  Alumni  Associations.”  Between  these  toasts  a 
■number  of  college  songs  were  sung  by  the  members.  On  the 
■morning  of  the  10th  the  Grand  Chapter  reassembled  at  9  o’clock. 
■The  reports  of  the  several  committees  appointed  the  preceding 
■Jay  were  received,  and  were  all  fully  discussed  and  final  action 
1'aken  upon  them.  A  charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  chapter 
In  Richmond  College,  Richmond,  Va.,  was  granted.  The  follow¬ 
ing  enactment  in  relation  to  the  Eta  Chapter  was  adopted: 
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AN  ENACTMENT  REORGANIZING  THE  ETA  CHAPTER.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Grand  Chapter ,  That  D’Arcy  P.  Morton, 
R.  S.  Whiteby,  and  all  students  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  that 
have  been  or  who  may  hereafter  be  initiated  into  the  Fraternity 
by  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  to  constitute 
the  Eta  Chapter  of  the  Fraternity,  and  shall  have  full  power  to 
proceed  and  act  under  the  original  charter  of  the  said  Eta  Chapter. 

The  following  officers  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :

B.  Claxton,  g.  e.  .  The  following  nominations  of  the  Executive 
Board  for  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund  were  unanimously  con¬ 
firmed  :  Robert  H.  McGrath,  Victor  Guillou.and  Woolsey  John¬ 
son,  M.  D. 

Lancaster,  Penna.,  was  selected  as  the  place  where  the  next 
annual  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  should  be  held,  the  fixing  of 
the  day  on  which  the  session  should  open  being  left  to  the  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Executive  Board.  After  the  inauguration  and  in¬ 
stallation  of  the  officers  elect,  the  Grand  Chapter  adjourned 
sine  die. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD  OF  THE 
GRAND  CHAPTER  FOR  1872. 


Philadelphia,  January  9th,  1873. 

To  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity  : 

The  Executive  Board  in  offering  the  following  report  on  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Fraternity  during  the  past  year,  would 
beg  leave  to  begin  it  by  offering  its  hearty  congratulations  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  on  the  continued  prosperity  that  has  characterized 
the  year,  and  for  the  encouraging  prospects  that  the  future 
presents. 

On  entering  upon  its  duties  in  January,  1872,  one  of  the  first 
matters  that  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Register,  which  was  then  nearly  completed. 
Early  in  that  month  the  distribution  of  this  important  publication

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was  commenced  and  it  was  most  favorably  received  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fraternity.  The  Register  contains  as  complete  a  roll 
of  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  as  could  under  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  have  possibly  been  compiled,  and  the  style  and  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  edited  place  it  among  the  very  first  of  such 
publications.  Measures  have  been  taken  that,  it  is  believed,  will 
secure  almost  perfect  accuracy  in  all  future  editions,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  periodically  the  Grand  Chapter  will  give  to  the 
Fraternity  at  large  a  publication  of  this  sort.  The  publication  of 
the  oration  and  poem  delivered  before  the  Grand  Convocation  was 
also  undertaken  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  the  work  was  completed  in  the  month  of  February. 
These  publications  have  worked  no  little  good  in  exciting  renewed 
interest  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  Fraternity  among  its 

older  and  non-active  members. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 

The  extension  of  the  Fraternity  has  at  all  times  during  the  past 
year  commanded  the  serious  attention  of  the  Board.  Early  in 
January,  through  the  energetic  personal  exertion  of  Brother  Le 
Roy  S.  Edwards,  of  the  Eta  Chapter,  the  Board  was  enabled  to 
lay  before  the  chapters  an  application  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Chapter  in  Randolph  Macon  College  at  Ashland  Va.  The  appli¬ 
cation  having  met  with  the  approval  of  all  the  chapters,  a  charter 
was  issued  to  the  applicants  for  the  establishment  of  the  Tau 
Chapter.  On  the  26th  of  January  the  chapter  was  duly  institu¬ 
ted  and  has  ever  since  been  in  successful  operation,  and  has  an 
unusually  brilliant  future  before  it,  the  enterprise  having  met  with 
the  unqualified  approval  of  the  authorities  of  Randolph  Macon 
College.  Later  in  the  year  an  application  was  presented  through 
the  Beta  Chapter  from  students  of  the  North-western  University 
at  Evanston,  Illinois,  asking  to  be  permitted  to  organize  into  a 
chapter.  This  application  having  been  favorably  received  by  all 
the  chapters,  the  Board  issued  a  charter  to  the  applicants,  and 
through  the  activity  of  Brother  James  C.  Ernst,  of  the  Beta  Chap¬ 
ter,  the  Upsilon  Chapter  was  fully  instituted  early  in  the  summer. 
On  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Session  of  the  University  the  chapter 
at  once  commenced  active  operations,  and  has  already  become 
one  of  the  strongest  of  our  chapters.  These  two  new  chapters 
give  our  order  a  firm  and  secure  foothold  in  the  Southern  and 
Western  States  among  the  colleges  of  which  the  Fraternity  is  cer¬ 
tain  at  no  very  distant  day  to  spread  rapidly.  It  behooves  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  future  Executive  Boards  to  exercise  great 
caution,  however,  in  the  granting  of  charters,  and  to  firmly  refuse 
to  grant  them  to  any  but  colleges  of  the  very  highest  standing. 
Caution  in  this  particular  can  never  be  misplaced  and  it  would  be 
far  better  to  refuse  charters  for  chapters  in  even  the  very  best  of 
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our  colleges  than  to  allow  a  chapter  to  be  established  in  an  insti¬ 
tution  that  was  not  fully  up  to  the  standard  we  aim  at. 

A  most  gratifying  event  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  partial 
re-organization  of  the  Eta  Chapter,  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 
This  truly  important  work  has  been  accomplished  through  the  en¬ 
ergy7  of  Brother  Le  Roy  S.  Edwards,  of  that  chapter.  The  re-organ¬ 
ization  has  been  as  fully  completed  as  it  lay  within  the  power  of  the 
Board  to  do  so,  and  it  now  remains  for  the  Grand  Chapter  to 
finish  the  work  by  adopting  such  legislation  as  may  be  found 
necessary  under  the  circumstances.  In  this  connection  it  may  be 
in  place  to  state  that  the  Board  has  very  carefully  considere  d  the 
subject  of  the  re-organization  of  the  Theta,  Kappa,  Lambda, 
Mu,  Nu,  Xi  and  Omicron  chapters  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
with  one,  and  possibly  two  exceptions,  the  re-organization  of 
these  chapters,  even  if  practicable,  is  not  to  be  desired.  In  this 
opinion  the  Board  is  sustained  by  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all 
the  members  of  these  chapters  whom  they  have  been  able  to 
consult  on  the  subject.  Numerous  letters  have  been  received 
from  the  members  of  these  chapters,  and  without  exception  all 
have  shown  the  most  earnest  and  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
our  order,  which  is  especially  gratifying  when  we  remember  forhow 
many  years  all  of  them  were  deprived  of  their  intercourse  with 
the  Fraternity  by  the  civil  war,  and  the  consequent  voluntary  sus¬ 
pension  of  their  chapters.  This  interest  will  eventually  lead  to 
the  re-organization  of  these  chapters  whenever  it  may  be  safe  or 
expedient  to  do  so  ;  but  the  present  character  of  some  of  the 
institutions  in  which  these  chapters  were  located,  renders  it 
imperatively  necessary,  not  only  that  the  Grand  Chapter  should 
not  seek  to  re-organize  several  of  the  chapters,  but  also  that  it 
should  positively  refuse  to  allow  any  such  re-organization. 

While  firmly  convinced  both  of  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of 
this  policy,  the  Board  would,  however,  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  to  the  importance  of  adopting  such  measures  as 
will  tend  to  keep  alive  the  interest  of  the  non-active  members  of 
the  Fraternity  and  especially  of  the  older  ones,  in  its  welfare. 
While  the  need  of  such  measures  may  not  now  be  seriously  felt, 
wisdom  would  dictate  the  adoption  of  measures  to  prevent  such 
a  need  from  ever  arising.  Numbering  a  membership  of  over 
eleven  hundred,  scattered  in  every  State  and  Territory  of  the 
Union,  and  with  several  of  our  chapters  practically  no  longer  in 
existence,  it  would  not  be  at  all  surprising  if  such  a  contingency 
should  arise  at  no  very  distant  day.  What  is  needed  is  the 
adoption  of  such  measures  as  would  keep  every  member  fully 
informed  as  to  all  that  the  Fraternity  was  doing,  and  what  pro¬ 
gress  it  was  making,  that  would  periodically  remind  each  one  of 
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his  connection  with  the  order,  and  that  would  induce  each  one  to 
present  himself  occasionally  at  its  general  gatherings.  How 
these  things  can  best  be  secured  should  be  seriously  considered  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  without  delay,  not  because  the  need  is  now 
pressing,  but  in  order  that  it  may  be  prevented  from  ever 
becoming  so. 

In  this  connection  the  Board  would  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  through  it  that  of  the  several  chapters  and  of 
the  Fraternity  at  large,  to  the  subject  of  the  organizations  that 
have  recently  been  formed  among  our  members,  and  that  are 
known  by  the  general  name  of  “  Alumni  Associations.”  The  first 
move  in  this  direction  was  made  in  New  York  city,  in  1869,  which 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  what  was  called  the  “  Alumni  Associ¬ 
ation  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity.”  Considerable  success 
attended  the  organization  of  this  association,  and  it  soon  ob¬ 
tained  a  considerable  membership.  In  1870  an  application  was 
made  by  the  Association  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  asking  for  such 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  as  would  admit  the  association 
to  a  representation  in  the  Grand  Chapter.  An  amendment  was 
accordingly  adopted,  making  provision  for  the  establishment  of 
Alumni  Chapters,  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  other  chap¬ 
ters,  except  that  of  initiation,  and  under  this  amendment  an  enact¬ 
ment  establishing  the  New  York  Alumni  Chapter,  and  chartering 
the  Alumni  Association  as  that  chapter,  was  adopted.  But  it  was 
soon  found  that  no  good  was  going  to  result  from  these  changes 
in  the  character  of  the  organization  of  the  Fraternity,  and  at  the 
next  succeeding  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  amendment 
was  repealed  and  the  charter  revoked,  the  Association  itself  fully 
acquiescing  in  this  action.  A  resolution  was,  however,  adopted, 
encouraging  the  formation  of  such  associations  among  the  non¬ 
active  members  of  the  Fraternity,  and  providing  that  all  delegates 
such  associations  might  see  fit  to  send  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
should  be  received  as  advisory  members.  During  the  ensuing 
year  another  Alumni  Association  was  formed  upon  a  different 
basis  from  the  one  in  New  York  city.  This  one,  which  is  known 
as  the  “  Alumni  Association  of  the  Zeta  Chapter  of  the  Phi  Kappa 
Sigma  Fraternity;’  is  composed  only  of  non-active  members  of 
the  Zeta  Chapter.  While  this  subject  of  Alumni  Associations 
does  not  lie  within  the  province  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  still  it  is 
believed  that  the  matter  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  upon  the 
members  of  the  Fraternity,  for  an  incalculable  good  would  arise 
from  their  proper  use.  Every  chapter  should  endeavor  to  form 
such  an  association  among  its  non-active  members,  for  though 
outside  and  independent  of  the  chapter  such  an  association  will 
give  it  a  strength  and  stability  that  will  enable  it  to  successfully 
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withstand  any  outside  attack  that  may  be  made  upon  it,  the 
Fraternity  as  a  whole,  would  gain  immensely  by  this  additional 
and  simple  method  of  keeping  alive  the  interest  of  the  non-active 
members,  and  of  keeping  them  identified  with  it.  Whether  any 
further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  necessary  may 
be  questioned,  but  still  it  can  do  no  harm  to  have  the  attention  of 
the  several  chapters  directed  to  it  in  some  way  that  will  move 
them  to  action.

For  information  concerning  the  details  of  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  Fraternity,  the  Grand  Chapter  is  respectfully  referred  to  the 
report  of  the  acting  g.  t.  The  Grand  x.  elected  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Chapter  not  being  a  resident  of  this  city,  the 
duties  of  that  office  have  been  discharged  by  the  g.  A. 

The  monthly  returns  required  by  the  enactment  on  that  sub¬ 
ject  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  have  been 
sent  in  by  the  several  chapters  with  a  certain  degree  of  regularity, 
though  not  as  punctually  or  as  promptly  as  might  have  been  de¬ 
sired.  The  results  derived  from  these  returns  have  fully  met  the 
expectations  of  the  Board,  and  have  proved  of  great  assistance  in 
enabling  the  Board  to  be  at  all  times  fully  informed  as  to  what 
each  chapter  was  doing  and  what  progress  it  Was  making. 
To  one  thing,  that  has  been  revealed  by  these  returns,  the  Board 
would  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and 
that  is  the  want  of  a  proper  amount  of  communication  between 
the  chaptei'S,  for  though  a  slight  impi'ovement  is  to  be  noticed  in 
this  l'espect  over  last  year,  the  exchange  of  correspondence  is  still 
veiy  far  from  being  what  it  should  be.  While  legislation  on  this 
subject  may  not  be  xreeded,  some  notice  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
would,  it  is  believed,  be  all  that  is  necessaiy  to  remind  the  chap¬ 
ters  not  to  neglect  this  important  part  of  the  chapter  work. 

The  Grand  Chapter  is  respectfully  referred  to  the  reports  of  the 
sevei'al  chapters  for  information  concerning  their  present  condi¬ 
tion  and  future  prospects. 

Fi'om  the  monthly  retunis  we  compile  the  statistical  table  an¬ 
nexed  to  this  report,  and  showing  the  condition  of  the  active 
chapters  at  this  date.  These  statistics  show  a  considerable 
increase  over  last  year. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  received  301  communications,  of 
which  144  were  from  the  chapters  and  157  from  non-active  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fi'aternity,  a  large  part  of  the  latter  being  on  business 
relating  to  the  General  Catalogue.  The  Board  has  written  284 
letters,  of  which  more  than  one  half  were  written  to  the  chapters, 
the  othei's  being  mostly  written  on  business  connected  with  the 
General  Catalogue  and  with  the  establishment  of  the  new  chap¬ 
ters.  The  Board  has  also  sent  a  card  of  invitation  to  the  present 
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session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  every  member  of  the  Fraternity 
whose  address  is  in  the  General  Register. 

In  regard  to  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  concerning  the  badges  and  the  minutes  of  the 
conventions,  the  Board  will  present  a  verbal  report.

DECEMBER  31,  1872. 
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Note. — Since  December  31,  1S72,  two  new  chapters  have  been  established,  and 
thirty-five  members  have  been  initiated  into  the  Fraternity. 
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ADDRESS. 


We  are  here  to-day,  my  brothers,  as  the  representatives  of  a 
Fraternity  that  now  has  its  chapters  in  all  sections  of  our  country. 
We  come  from  the  north,  from  the  south,  from  the  east  and  from 
the  west,  actuated  by  a  common  impulse.  No  creed  can  claim 
us,  nor  party  pride  affect  us  as  we  come  to  a  full  realization  of  the 
scriptural  assurance.  How  sweet  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  breth¬ 
ren  to  dwell  together  in  unity. 

Let’s  sit  down  and  talk  together, 

Boys  we  were — we  now  are  men ; 

We  meet  awhile,  but  know  not  whether 
We  shall  meet  to  talk  again. 

Why  are  we  here  ?  Is  it  for  our  individual  welfare  or  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  society  that  we  thus  meet  ?  Is  it  to  drink  delight  of  battle 
with  our  peers,  or  to  partake  of  the  flow  of  soul  incident  to  the 
occasion?  What  is  our  Fraternity ?  For  what  purposes  are  we 
organized  ?  If  it  be  an  association  merely  of  a  certain  select  few 
for  the  purpose  of  idling  away  our  time  ;  if  our  object  be  to  cor¬ 
rupt  the  morals  of  our  members ;  if.  it  is  to  be  merely  a  help  to 
social  or  political  position,  we  have  met  here  for  an  unworthy 
purpose.  But,  if  it  be  adapted  in  every  part  for  improving  the 
mind,  for  polishing  the  manners,  for  strengthening  our  confidence 
in  man,  for  restraining  the  desires  and  passions  that  tend  to 
degrade  him,  and  a  method  of  uniting  men  in  the  bonds  of  brother¬ 
hood,  then,  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  best  principles  of  our  nature, 
and  should  engage  our  love  and  reverence;  and  we  meet  not  in 
vain  in  consulting  for  the  good  and  prosperity  of  this  our  first 
love.  Some  of  us,  doubtless,  since  out  in  the  world,  have  entered 
the  portals  of  other  secret  orders,  whose  objects  are  commenda¬ 
ble,  but  none  can  equal  ours  in  the  interchange  of  true  fraternal 
feeling.  There,  the  cold,  calculating  policy  of  this  selfish  and 
unfriendly  world  has  its  sway,  and  men  look  only  to  their  indi¬ 
vidual  interests,  but  here  the  warm  gushings  of  youthful  hearts, 
that  have  not  tasted  the  bitter  experiences  of  life,  nor  suffered  from 
the  world’s  treachery,  make  us  very  friends  indeed. 

Secret  societies,  under  various  names  and  pretexts,  have  exis¬ 
ted  from  very  early  periods  in  the  world’s  history.  They  have 
been  the  means,  doubtless,  of  doing  much  good,  but  they  have 
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also  been  most  fruitful  agencies  for  evil.  Secrecy  has  been  the 
source  of  their  power.  It  exerts  an  attractive  influence  over  the 
minds  of  the  multitude.  In  France,  after  the  downfall  of  the 
elder  monarchy,  public  opinion,  directed  by  secret  societies,  was 
employed  to  lead  the  nation  to  excess,  anarchy  and  slavery.  The 
same  seeds  of  dissolution  were  sown  in  most  of  the  governments 
of  Europe  by  the  corruption  of  public  opinion  through  the  direct 
agency  of  secret  clubs,  and  the  bloody  butchery  of  the  Huguenot 
martyrs  owes  its  origin  to  the  same  sinister  influence.  An  insti¬ 
tution,  honored  in  our  day,  dates  its  venerable  origin  back  to  the 
years  before  the  flood  ;  its  objects  are  to  cultivate  the  moral  nature 
of  man,  and  to  inculcate  the  study  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 
A  system  of  allegory,  and  using  most  beautiful  symbolism,  it  ever 
appealed  to  the  hearts  and  affections  of  men,  and  taught  that  all 
mankind  were  but  a  band  of  brothers,  cemented  by  love,  who 
should  work  in  harmony  for  the  common  good.  Our  Fraternity 
resembles  this  venerable  institution  as  well  in  the  use  of  beautiful 
symbols,  as  in  the  inculcation  of  sublime  virtues.  The  better, 
then,  we  observe  these  precepts  and  practice  these  virtues,  the  more 
nearly  will  we  fulfill  the  objects  of  our  organization.  The  better 
man,  the  better  member.  There  are  but  few  of  our  members  who 
will  cause  the  blush  of  shame  to  flush  our  cheek,  and  shall  these 
condemn  the  society?  The  College,  and  even  the  Church  itself 
would  wither  before  such  reasoning.  We  would  not  pronounce 
the  ministry  altogether  corrupt  because  some  have  stolen  the 
livery  of  heaven  to  serve  the  devil  in. 

Let  each  of  us  see  what  beauty  and  virtue  there  is  in  purity  of 
life,  and  set  up  for  himself  a  high  and  noble  ideal  of  manhood. 
This  only  is  true  heroism.  All  else  is  as  grass  and  the  flower  of 
grass.  The  true  heroes  of  life  are  not  those  whose  victorious 
chariot  wheels,  stained  with  the  blood  of  vanquished  millions, 
conducted  them  to  power  and  renown.  They  are  actuated  by  a 
higher  purpose  and  act  a  nobler  part.  True  heroism  has  for  its 
objects  the  elevation  of  man,  the  advancement  of  the  race.  Greece, 
lovely  Greece,  has  decayed,  and  the  Eternal  City  lies  slumbering 
in  its  ruins,  yet  preserved  for  all  time  are  the  classic  pages  of 
Homer,  Cicero  and  Virgil.  But,  greater  than  these,  and  worthier 
of  honor,  is  he  who,  in  the  midst  of  all  vicissitudes,  can  live  a  pure 
and  blameless  life.  With  O’Connor,  to  spend  in  one’s  allotted 
place  a  blameless  life  of  honest  effort,  and  at  its  end  to  perish 
nobly  contending  in  the  Thermopylae  of  an  honest  cause,  should 
seem  to  us  the  perfection  of  a  happy  individual  destiny.  The 
fierce  struggle  now  is  between  man  and  that  which  has  degraded 
him ;  between  knowledge  and  ignorance  ;  liberty  and  oppression. 
What  part,  my  brothers,  are  we  to  take  in  this  great  conflict  ? 
An  association  like  ours,  embracing  in  its  ranks  a  thousand  edu- 
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cated  men,  must  be  a  great  power  in  our  country.  Shall  it  be  for 
good,  or  for  evil  ?  d  he  objects  of  our  Fraternity  we  may  define  to 
be  the  promotion  of  good-fellowship  ;  the  cultivation  of  fraternal 
feeling  ;  the  elevation  of  public  character  ;  the  extension  of  the 
bounds  of  science;  the  protection  of  just  rights,  and  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  best  interests,  present  and  future,  individually  and 
collectively,  of  all  who  shall  be  associated  as  members.  These 
in  their  order,  shall  be  the  burden  of  my  speech  to-day.  I  take 
them  to  show  the  honor  of  belonging  to  an  association,  whose 
objects  are  of  such  commendable  worth  and  the  glory  of  carrying 
out  these  principles  in  our  every-day  life.  They  comprehend  all 
the  duties  which  we  owe  to  society,  our  country  and  our  fellow- 
man. 

The  Promotion  of  Good-Fellowship. — What  other  object  is  more 
deserving  ?  Good-fellowship  is  the  association  of  good  men.  It 
comprehends  the  best  inspirations  and  aspirations  of  man’s  nature 
It  is  the  combination  of  kindred  and  congenial  spirits  for  the  cul¬ 
tivation  and  development  of  the  true  graces  of  manhood.  It  puts 
us  in  harmony  with  all  around  us,  and  prepares  us  for  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  incident  to  life.  It  gives  consistency  and  beauty  to  our 
daily  life,  and  enables  us  to  impart  a  portion  of  the  happiness  we 
realize  to  those  with  whom  we  associate.  Our  Fraternity  is  knit 
together  in  bonds  of  no  weak  and  evanescent  character,  but  by  the 
tough  fibers  of  the  human  heart.  The  enthusiasm  of  her  sons 
forms  a  light  to  guide  the  worthy  to  her  embrace,  and  the  beauti¬ 
ful  motto  that  appears  above  her  portal  will  shine  with  undying 
luster,  when  the  material  part  of  her  frame-work  has  mouldered 
and  decayed. 

’Twas  not  a  love  of  earthly  mold 

That  first  awoke  the  sweet  communion, 

And  earth  can  never  break  the  hold 
Of  such  a  heaven-enkindled  union. 

The  Cultivation  of  Fraternal  Feeling  is  the  paramount  object  of 
our  Fraternity.  We  all  know  from  pleasant  experience  that  there 
is  an  influence  in  the  association  that  creates  a  deep  and  abiding 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  all  who  are  enrolled  as  members.  Bacon 
well  says,  that  it  is  a  mean  and  miserable  solitude  to  want  true 
friends,  without  which  the  world  is  but  a  wilderness  ;  and  he,  who 
in  the  frame  of  his  nature  and  affections  is  unfit  for  friendship, 
takes  it  from  the  beast  and  not  from  humanity.  Friendship  is, 
truly,  a  noble  sentiment,  and  it  is  the  crowning  virtue  of  our 
Fraternity  that  its  chief  object  is  the  formation  of  ties  of  friend¬ 
ship  between  its  members.  All  mankind  have  applauded  the 
sentiment,  and  even  heathen  nations  have  not  been  strangers  to  it. 
That  the  Greeks  held  in  high  honor  the  formation  of  particular 
ties  of  friendship  between  her  braves  and  warriors,  is  amply  at¬ 
tested  by  her  mythology  and  her  history.  The  noblest  of  her 
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poets,  whose  immortal  verses  still  live  and  shall  live,  thought  the 
character  of  his  hero  incomplete  until  adorned  with  a  devoted 
attachment  to  a  contemporary  chieftain. 

The  eloquent  words  of  Brother  Dickson,  at  the  first  anniversary 
of  our  Fraternity,  apply  equally  well  to  its  stronger  and  more 
robust  organization  of  to-day  :  The  intimacies  cemented  between 
some  who  would  have  never  met  but  for  the  Phi  Kappa  Sigma, 
are  destined  to  endure  till  death,  and  while  they  are  now  the 
delight  of  youth,  they  will  prove  the  joy  of  manhood  and  the 
solace  of  declining  years.  Let  us  remember  that  thus  linked 
together,  and  rejoicing  in  one  another’s  sympathy  and  kindness, 
we  have  no  right  to  selfishly  felicitate  ourselves  on  our  own  good 
fortune  and  rest  inertly,  thinking  only  of  the  fruition  of  our 
success. 

In  the  Elevation  of  Public  Character  we  have  truly  a  fine  field 
for  effort.  We  live  in  corrupt  and  degenerate  times.  Wisdom 
no  longer  rules  our  counsels,  nor  virtue  our  people.  The  virtue 
and  intelligence  of  the  people  are  the  only  safeguards  of  our  free 
institutions.  It  behooves  us  as  an  association  of  educated,  col¬ 
lege-bred  men,  to  do  what  we  can  to  promote  this  public  virtue 
and  to  diffuse  this  intelligence.  For  an  individual  to  properly 
govern  himself  is  a  difficult  task,  and  the  principle  of  self-govern¬ 
ment  in  a  nation,  which  is  only  an  aggregation  of  individuals, 
while  a  privilege  and  a  blessing,  is  in  some  respects  a  dangerous 
and  difficult  experiment.  Our  government  was  established  on 
purely  experimental  principles.  Republicanism  had  never  been 
fully  tested.  Our  forefathers  saw  the  necessity  of  maintaining  an 
equality  if  they  would  secure  the  perpetuity  of  our  institutions, 
and  hence  repudiated  the  absurd  and  unnatural  custom  of  the 
comman  law  that  the  oldest  son  only  should  inherit  the  estate, 
and  taught  that  wealth  should  be  diffused  ;  that  every  young  man 
should  begin  life  poor,  and  for  the  winning  of  his  fortune  and  his 
fame  should  trust  to  his  own  industry,  energy  and  self-reliance. 
Such  principles  would  make  a  nation  healthy,  vigorous  and  pow¬ 
erful  ;  and  a  people  actuated  by  such  sentiments  would  become 
hardy,  brave  and  self-reliant.  It  was  the  practice  of  such  that 
enabled  out  country,  before  it  has  celebrated  the  centennial  of  its 
birth,  to  take  a  front  rank  among  the  great  powers  of  the  world.  But 
we  have  forgotten  the  hardy,  austere  virtues  of  our  forefathers. 
The  tendency  now  is  toward  a  centralization  of  power,  and  the 
concentration  of  wealth  into  the  hands  of  the  few.  Wealth,  cor¬ 
porations  and  monopolies  have  a  controlling  influence.  The 
virtuous  and  intelligent  are  excluded  from  politics.  The  libertine 
the  debauchee  hold  high  positions  of  trust  and  emolument.  We 
have  violated  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  government,  and 
ire  hastening  on  toward  ruin  and  decay,  notwithstanding  the 
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deluding  evidences  of  prosperity  which  we  see  around  us.  Rome 
stands  out  to  us  as  a  warning,  when,  forgetting  the  principles  and 
traditions  of  her  early  days,  the  Republic  was  changed  into  an 
Empire,  and  to-day 

The  Niobe  of  nations  !  there  she  stands 

Childless  and  crownless  in  her  voiceless  woe. 

Another  evil  in  our  country,  to-day,  is  the  blind  and  bigoted 
attachment  to  party,  which  everywhere  exists  ;  and  our  liberty 
can  never  be  secured  until  patriotism  shall  prevail  over  the  spirit 
of  faction.  The  candidate,  who  merits  our  suffrages,  should 
possess  talents,  honesty,  industry,  public  spirit,  firmness  and  inde¬ 
pendence.  He  must  have  courage  to  do  his  duty  and  to  shrink 
from  no  responsibility  annexed  to  his  station.  We  should  divest 
ourselves  of  all  sentiments  as  men,  of  all  considerations  of  party, 
and  act  only  as  citizens  on  public  duty,  discountenancing  the 
selfish  demagogue  who  goes  about  soliciting  votes  and  seeking 
place.  The  perpetuity  of  our  institutions  depends  on  the  purity 
of  the  elective  franchise.  But  how  fearfully  has  it  been  corrupted  ! 
The  question  is  no  longer  asked  when  a  candidate  is  presented 
for  our  suffrages,  Is  he  the  man  of  ability  ?  is  he  capable  of 
discharging  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  he  aspires  ?  But, 
Is  he  available  ?  When  the  study  of  the  science  of  government 
shall  receive  that  attention  which  its  importance  deserves  ;  when 
the  Constitution  shall  be  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  be 
taught  in  our  common  schools;  when  the  curricula  of  our  colleges 
shall  embrace  political  philosophy  as  a  regularly  prescribed  study, 
we  can  look  to  our  statesmen  and  not  to  our  soldiers  to  fill  the 
highest  offices. 

Thus,  briefly,  have  I  alluded  to  some  of  the  evil  tendencies  of 
our  day,  and  the  dangers  that  threaten  the  life  of  tlw  nation ;  to 
call  upon  you  as  an  association  of  educated  men  to  re  fist  these 
growing  evils  ;  to  do  all  in  your  power  for  the  elevation  of  public 
manners  and  morals,  and  thus  secure  for  yourselves  and  hand 
down  unimpaired  to  posterity  the  blessings  of  freedom  and  free 
institutions. 

The  Extension  of  the  Bounds  of  Science. — But  we  are  organized 
not  merely  for  social  pleasure  and  improvement,  not  only  for  the 
elevation  of  public  character,  but  also  for  our  own  improvement, 
intellectually,  and  the  advancement  of  science  and  art.  We  are 
eminently  a  literary  and  scientific  club,  and  live  in  an  eminently 
scientific  and  advancing  age.  Progress  to-day  is  the  watch-word 
in  every  departmei.t  of  human  activity.  The  heavens  above,  the 
earth  beneath,  and  the  waters  under  the  earth  have  been  scrutin¬ 
ized  and  made  tributary  to  man’s  convenience  and  comfort. 
Invention  is  especially  active.  What  incalculable  benefits  have 
been  conferred  on  man  by  the  invention  of  the  magnet,  the  steam- 
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engine,  the  telegraph  and  the  printing  press.  And  are  we  to  sup¬ 
pose  the  gifts  of  God  are  yet  exhausted  ?  Will  no  more  valuable 
discoveries  be  made  ?  Our  ancestors,  three  or  four  centuries  ago, 
did  not  dream  of  the  advantages  which  we  to-day  enjoy  ?  And 
how  little  do  we  know  of  what  valuable  natural  agents  may  here¬ 
after  be  discovered  ?  Who  can  tell  what  riches,  which  now 
remain  hidden  beneath  the  soil,  geology  may  hereafter  reveal  ? 
Even  the  apparently  wild  dream  of  our  good  Brother  Douglas 
may  yet  be  fulfilled  when  we  can  ride  easily  and  grandly  over 
mountains  and  waters,  through  clouds  and  sunshine,  in  aerial 
chariots  which  will  display  the  swiftness  of  the  swallow,  the  grace 
of  the  albatross  and  the  dignity  of  the  eagle.  Says  the  scholar 
of  to-day  :  Under  the  new  philosophy,  the  highest  word  is  pro¬ 
gress.  Lord  Bacon  set  forth  his  idea  of  an  organization  of 
scholars  in  his  House  of  Solomon,  in  his  romance  of  the  new 
Atlantis,  but  all  the  splendors  of  his  prophetic  imagination  pale 
before  the  facts  of  to-day.  The  same  general  ends  and  means 
are,  it  is  true,  before  us.  We  still  use  observation  and  experi¬ 
ment.  But  the  instruments  and  operations  of  Solomon’s  House 
are  child’ s  toys  and  child’s  play  compared  with  the  wonderful 
engineering,  with  which  we  vex  and  scrutinize  earth,  air  and  sea, 
mind  and  matter,  the  present  and  the  far  off.  Yet  much  remains 
to  be  done ;  and  in  this  onward,  progressive  march  we,  my  broth¬ 
ers,  are  to  take  an  active  and  aggressive  part. 

And  in  conclusion,  my  brothers,  see  that  these  objects  of  our 
Fraternity  are  carried  out  in  your  every-day  life  ;  that  you  be  living 
epistles  known  and  read  among  men ;  that  you  live  a  pure  and 
blameless  life ;  that  your  own  hearts  foster  not  evil,  whose  fearful 
effects  society  must  endure,  until  the  coming  of  the  time  prophe¬ 
sied  and  prayed  for,  when  the  law  of  universal  brotherhood  shall 
unite  all  nations  and  kindred  and  tongues — then  shall  echo  from 
every  heart  the  glad  song  that  first  rang  over  the  hills  of  Judea, 
“  Peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward  men.” 

We  may  never  again  stand  side  by  side,  save,  as  we  fondly 
anticipate,  in  the  battle  for  right,  in  the  struggle  for  reform,  in  the 
championship  of  truth,  of  honor,  of  virtue.  And  when  the  great 
re-union  day  of  the  world  shall  come,  and  the  scattered  divisions 
be  gathered  together  for  the  grand  review,  may  not  one  be 
wanting,  but  each  and  all,  having  fought  the  good  fight,  be  num¬ 
bered  with  the  white-robed  band  to  whom  victory  belongs,  who 
wear  the  fadeless  crown.

The  very  full  necrological  roll  at  the  end  of  the  Register  cannot 
but  have  a  melancholy  interest  to  every  brother  of  the  order. 
Several  mistakes  are  to  be  noticed  in  the  Register ;  some  in  the 
initials  and  orthography  of  some  of  the  names,  and  some  of  the 
residences  given  are  incorrect,  still  these  are  errors  which  could 
hardly  have  been  avoided,  and  considering  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  Register  was  compiled,  it  is  surprising  that  these 
errors  are  so  few  in  number.  Price,  $1.50.

The  Grand  Chapter  did  wisely  in  ordering  the  publication  of 

these  two  productions,  as  they  are  good  evidences  that  our  order 
still  keeps  up  the  high  literary  standard  that  characterized  it  from 
the  start.  Delivered  on  the  occasion  of  the  completion  of  the 
2 1  st  year  of  the  existence  of  the  order,  they  will  form  sort  of 
land-marks  for  our  future  members  in  studying  the  history  of  the 
order.  Col.  Douglas’s  oiation  is  worthy  of  his  reputation  as  an 
orator.  The  style  is  simple,  chaste  and  natural,  and  the  thoughts 
often  forcible  and  striking.  It  treats  of  the  results  of  social  and 
intellectual  progress  since  the  world  was  first  given  over  to  man, 
and  the  part  played  in  this  progress  by  secret  literary  and  scien¬ 
tific  organizations.  While  Col.  King  does  not  pretend  to  be  a 
poet,  yet  his  verse  is  smooth,  witty  and  ranks  far  above  the 
general  run  of  poems  delivered  on  such  occasions.  After  a  few 
introductory  pages  of  personal  and  local  allusions,  and  full  of 
happy  hits  at  college  life,  the  poem  discourses  in  a  satirical  Flora 
McFlimsy  vein  upon  “  Political  Ambition.”  A  certain  Mr. 
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James  McFeeny  is  followed  through  his  political  career  from  the  top 
floor  in  a  New  York  tenement  house  to  be  one  of  the  magnates  of 
the  political  ring — an  alderman  of  vast  wealth  and  influence,  and 
finally  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  Chamber.  It  contains  many  very  fine 
hits  and  abounds  in  sallies  of  wit  and  satire,  forcibly  exposing  the 
fashionable  tricks  of  political  circles  as  these  now  exist.  Both  the 
oration  and  poem  are  printed  with  a  degree  of  typographical  per¬ 
fection  rarely  equaled  by  the  American  printer’s  art.  Price, 
25  cents  each.
